PROTECT THESE FARMERS 


Complaint having been made that farms in this section are 
being raided by thieving autoists, the amazing story is spread 
that local authorities are powerless to afford relief to the vic- 
tim-«. It is impossible for the laity to recognize any difference 
between .stealing fruit and vegetables and stealing other forms 
of property. There are penalties for horse stealing and for the 
th«ft of automobiles, and the trespass notices posted on farms 
are reminders that, in line with common sense, there also are 
law? against the raiding of farms. Yet we hear frorri some quar­ 
ters now that, the taking of growing vegetables does not con­ 
stitute a charge of larceny; that the growing plant or vine is 
part of the real estate and such property cannot be stolen. The 
taking of vegetables, this view continues, constitutes a violation 
of the trespass law only and the owner must learn the identity 
•f the thieves and proceed in a civil action before a justice of 
the peace. Limiting the law in this way is not likely to make a 
good impres.sion. The common belief will continue that the 
statutes dealing with crime contemplate full protection for 
farmers of the state same as any other citizens. 


The manner in which the orchards and gardens of some 
farmei-s have been despoiled by thieves traveling in autos is an 
outrage, ahd it is incumbent upon the public authorities i<l^do 
their part to put a stop to it and bring the guilty to punishment. 
A constable should be as ready to operate against a fruit thief 
as again.st any other. Meanwhile the farmers are reported to 
be preparing to shoot the raiders. They emphasize that they 
have the same right to protect their property as others have to 
guard theirs. This makes it imperative that the law do some- 
hing if it would avoid a situation in which lives may be taken. 


No police officer can be permitted to give the impression 
that he is powerless to aid the citizenry against any certain class 
of thieves.
